were conducted to the library, where 
they were received by flie Lord Mayor, 
Sir Joseph C. Dinsdale and the Lady 
Mayoress. The hall was crowded. The 
addrc-ss in connection with the presenta- 
tion congratulated Mr. Chamberlain on 
the services he luul rendered to the em- 
pire. during the last twenty-live years, 
dwelling' spn-ually upon the way in which 
he had welded the colonies together.

In replying, -Mr. Chamberlain disclaim- 


ed any intention of making political cap- 
ital out of the occasion, but, he said, he

Racine college were out for their after- 
noon constitutional 
yesterday, 
they 


'made n ghastly discover/, resulting' in 
the injury of one of the students, Frank 
Clack, whose parents reside in Washing- 
ton. I). C'., aged 
12 years, who is now 


conlined in the dormitory sic!; 'chamber, 
under U,ie constant care of a physician. 


The students were having a rollicking 


time together in tlio vicinity of the old' 
cemetery grounds, located just a few 
rods cast of the college buildings on the 
lakcshoi'e drive. While playing with 
ouch other near the embankment, which 
dec-ends almost 
perpendicularly to the 


shores of the Juke at a point a few rods 
outh of, the! old cemetery fence, the 


envtli caved in without warning, as n 
result of which several feet of earth 
back in the cemetery was carried to the 
shores of the lake. 


Student Clark 
was standing nearest 


the embankment at the time. 
The 


earth sank from beneath his. feet so 
rapidly that it was impossible for him 
to save himself. He was carried below 
a distance of several feet. His comrades 
rushed to his side 
with all possible 


speed. It wns noticed thut, the boy 
was nearly covered 
with frozen dirt. 


He appeared 
to be suffering 
consider-:, 


ably and cried lor assistance. 


Lloyd Churchill,- a student 
18 years 


old, from Wtuipaca, Wis., rushed to the 
boy's assistance and with difficulty sue- 
t-ceded 
in extrich.ting liis companion. 


While ascending the embankment a few 
.minutes Inter.. Roland Sistis, a student 
from Milwaukee, discovered the end of a 
wooden casket, about (wo feet of which 
was protruding from 
the earth where 


the embankment caved in. 


The'casket appeared 
to be well pre- 


served. An investigation was made by 
the student-;. .It was nn easy matter 
to tear away-the /end 
of the 
coffin. 


When this was done, the skeleton of a 
man was plainly visible. 


The bones were taken out and .carried

POSITION OF PROTECTIONISTS.

OLEOMARGARINE BILL 


AS_PASSED BY HOUSE 


Ooe.iThrough in Modified Form—Am^Tul- 


mcnt I'roviiU's l'*r Inipectlon of 


All Fnctorio*. 


WASEIGTOX, Feb. 12.—The house to- 


d.iy passed the oleomargarine bill. There 
was no division on the final passage, the 
real strength having been made on a, 
motion to recommit, which was defeated 
by a majority of IM. The provision, to 
require the inspection and branding of 
renovated butter, which was adopted in 
the committee of the whoic yesterday, 
was retained today on au yea and nay 
vote, 


BILL IS MODIFIED. 


As finally passed, the bill is somewhat 


modified from the form in which it wa-i 
reported from the committee on agricul- 
ture. 
It ina-kes oleomargarine or imita- 


tion butter or cheese transported into 
nny state or territory for use, sale or 
consumption therein subject to the laws 
of such stales or territories, notwith- 
standing that it may be introduced in 
original packages flnd imposes .1 tax of- 
10 cents a pound on oleomargarine made 
in imitation of "butter of any shade of 
yc'.lo'w.'' 


When not made in such imitation the 


tax is reduced to % of 1 cent p'T pound. 
The second section is intended to pre- 
vent dealers, hotel proprietors, re.itau- 
rant and boarding 
house keepers from 


coioriiiK t:hc uncolored article, by mak- 
ing any person who colors the product 
and then sells or .furnishes it to others 
a, manufacturer within the meaning of 
the act. Penalties for violation of the 
act arc a, iine of not less than 950 not 
more than $300, and imprisonment for 
nut lets than thirty dnys nor more than 
six months.

Chamberlain Appeals to Loyalty of 


English Subjects, 


GOVERNMENT 'HAS TW.O 


GREAT OBJECTS!N VIEW 


To EniBblish British Anthorlty In Africa 


and Maintain tTnlty of Empire— , 


Louden Honors Colonial Sec- 


retary and Wife. 


LONDON,- Feb. 13.—This metropolis 


bestowed its highest d'istir.vuioit on Jos- 
eph Chamberlain, the colonial" secretary, 
today, when, at the Guild Hall, it con- 
ferred on him the freedom of the city, iu 
a gold casket. Mrs. Chamberlain accom- 
panied her husband, and they were greet- 


ed, on their arrival with a fanfare of 
trumpets Mr. and Mrs. /Chamberlain 
were conducted to the library, where 
Uiey were received by the Lord Mayor, 
Sir Joseph C. Dinsdale and the I^ady 
Mayoress. The hall was crowded. The 
address in connection with the presenta- 
tion congratulated Mr. Chamberlain on 
the services he had rendered to the em- 
pire during the last twenty-five years, 
dwelling specially upon the way in which 
he had welded the colonies together. 


ASKS NATIONAL SUPPORT. 


In replying, Mr. Chamberlain disclaim- 


ed any intention of making political cap- 
ital out of the occasion, but, he said, he 
thought he might, in behalf of the gov- 
ernment make an appeal for national 
support. 
The government had two great 


objects in 
view—to establish beyond 


question British authority in South Af- 
rica and to maintain the unity of the em- 
pire. Both objects were involved in the 
South African war.

The war would always be memorable, 


because it had called out a greater mili-, 
tary effort that ever before asked from 
England, and because it had shown to 
friend and foe the potential .strength and 
almost inexhaustible re-sources of 
the 


empire. 


He hud not thought it necessary to 


stop to meet the imputations of national 
greed, lu.st of territory or per.sor.nl ambi- 
tion and criminal motive* suggested by 
the insignificant minority, since the war 
had the approval of sister nations across 
the seas.

STODEHISGHASTLY FIND 


Bank at Racine College Caves in 


Revealing Casket and'Skeleton. 


Had Been Interred .in'Old Cemetery— 


1 Earth Gives Way, SeVereJy Injnr» 


Ing.Frank Clark. 


While a number of the students 
at 


Racine college were out for their after- 
noon constitutional 
yesterday, 
they 


'made a ghastly discover/, resulting in 
the injury of one of the students, Frank 
Clark, \vhose parents reside in Washing- 
ton. D, C., aged 12 years, who is now 
confined in the dormitory sick'chamber, 
under the constant care of a physician. 


The students were having a rollicking 


time together in the vicinity of the old 
cemetery grounds, located just a few 
rods east of the college buildings on the 
Itikeshore drive. While playing with 
each other near the embankment, which 
dec-ends almost perpendicularly to the 
shores of the lake at a point a few rods 
south of, the 
old cemetery fence, 
the 


earth caved in without warning, as a" 
result of which several feet of earth 
back in the cemetery was carried to the 
shores of the lake. 


Student Clark was standing nearest 


the embankment at the time. 
The 


earth sank from beneath his. feet so 
rapidly that it was impossible for him 
to save himself. He was carried below 
a distance of several feet. His comrades 
rushed to his side 
with all possible 


speed. It was noticed that the boy 
was nearly covered with frozen dirt, 
lie appeared to be suffering 
consider- 


ably and cried for assistance. 


Lloyd Churchill, a student 
18 years 


old, 
from Waupaca, Wis., rushed to the 


boy's assistance and with difficulty suc- 
ceeded in extnchting his companion. 
While ascending the embankment a few 
minutes later. Roland Sistis,, a student 
from Milwaukee, discovered the end of a 
wooden casket, about two fee"t of which 
was protruding from 
the. earth where 


the embankment caved in.- 


The "casket appeared 
to be well pre- 


served. An investigation was made by 
the students. It was an easy 
matter 


'to tear away-the -end of 
the 
coffin. 


When thi.s was done, the skeleton of 
a 


man was plainly visible. 


Tho bones were taken out and .carried 


away by the .students, but'la'ter.^ivere 
taken possession of by the 
college au- 


thorities and burned up.

The casket, minus the remains,, still 


projects out of the embankment.

MIDDLESBORO, Feb. 13,—Although 


the scene of the fight yesterday between 
the sheriff's posse and Lee Turner's men 
is only four miles from this city, it is 
still impossible to ascertain the exact 
casualties on the Turner side. On learn- 
ing that the officers were coming to his 
"blind tiger," Turner called in his moun- 
taineer followers, who kept up a hot tire 
all the time their building was burning. 
It is not yet known definitely how many 
were in the log barracks when the posse 
made tihe attack or how many were kill- 
ed, wounded or perished in the flames. 
Those who escaped into the Cumberland 
mountains are still defiant and the vic- 
tims were cremated. There are reports 
of wounded Turner men being cored for 
in the mountains. As fifty-nine persons 
have been killed and twice that number 
wounded in and about the noted log 
house, -surrounded by a barricads thirty 
feet high there are many expressions of 
satisfaction over its destruction. 


While escaping Boone McUreary, one 


of Turner's aides was mortally wounded. 
Yesterday, Deputy Sheriff Thompson of 
Bell county swore in a posse of ijfty citi- 
zens of Middlesboro to arrest Turner and 
the men implicated in the Virginia raid. 
Turner heard of this, and gathered the 
mauntaineers into his fortress for the 
light. 


When the posse arrived a demand for 


surrender was refused, and firing almost 
it once began. 


Charley Cecil of Middlesboro was rid- 


ng a horse in plain view of tho Turner

og house and shot" Cecil,- who fell dead.

Articles of incorporation were filed to- 


day in ,the office of the secretary of state 
by the promoters "of "accompany "to "be 
known as the Wisconsin Heat, Power and 
Light company. The names of tjie in- 
corporators are Martin Clancy, C. M. 
Dietrich, Jens 'Jensen and Peter B. Nel- 
son. The amount of capital stock nec- 
essary to incorporate was placed at a 
minimum, $25,000, but it is known t'hat 
local capitalists have manifested their 
willingness to invest $175,000 in the deal. 


Th'e principal object of the organiza- 


tion is to build a modern heating plant 
by either water or electricity'in this city 
and also furnishing the municipality with 
an electric light plant to be owned by 
the citizens. In order to do this" it will 
be necessary to expend about .$175.000, 
but all the necessary capital has been as- 
sured by Eacine capitalists. 


In all probability the city officials will 


b"e asked at their next meeting Monday 
night for the privilege of constructing 
such a plant in this city. If the request 
is granted, work on the construction will 
be commenced without delay and will be 
pushed with all. possible speed towards 
completion.

The cabinet ministers and 
others entitled to the privilege of being 
present, followed the diplomats, and, fin- 
ally, the general company, including Alli- 
son V. Armour of Chicago and Charles 
Gibson of Boston, passed before the king. 


As Prince ;of Wales, King Edward 


merely bo'wned to the, presentees, 
or 


shook hands with intimate friends, but 
yesterday a new feature was introduced. 
All those who were known to'his majes- 
ty kissed his hand, though they did not 
kneel, as was customary when kissing 
the late Queen Victoria's hand. 


The king himself selected those who 


were to kiss his hand by extending his 
hand, palm downward, 
whereupon the 


presentee placed his own hand beneath 
his majesty's and kissed the king's hand 
on the 'back. The majority of the pre- 
sentees, therefore, had to be contented 
with a simple bow.

propose this measure lest it should 'in- 
sure their defeat. 


A republic based OH the theory-of uni- 


versay suffrage in which a large class of 
educated women," representing

on the government and especially when 
all men, foreign and native, ignorant 
and educated, black 
and white., vicious

POSITION OF

Brotherson is now confined in

Luke's hospital, suffering with a terrible 
wound in the head, a badly bruised arm. 
several lacerated toes and internal in- 
juries. The two physicians summoned 
have 
been 
in constant 
attendance 


up to noon today since 3 o'clock 
this 


morning. They amputated the large toe 
on the left foot ..and while the 
others 


are badly cut and mangled they have 
hopes of saving the members. A deep, 
long gash on the head necessitated many 
stitchers. 


The unfortunate yming man's father 


resides at Slfi Hamilton street, with his 
son-in-law, Eugene Morris. The boy 
has/been employed by the Northwestern 
about six months. Last night 
he was 


assigned as one of the brakemen to go 
on a train known as the '''pick-up." run- 
ning between Milwaukee and Chicago. 
When tl\e train arrived at Waukcgan 
shortly 
before midnight, considerable 


switching had to be done. After 
the 


work was accomplished, the train start- 
ed on for Chicago. While the train was 
pulling out of the lower yards, Brother- 
son, in scaling a car, lost one of his rub- 
bers. As the train was not going very 
fast and intended to wait a. liitle far- 
ther down the linn for the Chicago thea- 
ter train, that runs as far north 
us 


Waukegan. lie jumped off to get the 
rubber. In so doing, the. engine hauling 
the passenger train struck him. The 
engineer knew instantly he had struck 
something, and stopped the train as 
soon as possible. The passenger was 
backed up a distance of several 
rods. 


Brotherson was picked up and taken to 
the station in Waukegan, where he re- 
mained unconscious 
for about 
two 


hours. A physician was called and tem- 
porarily dressed his injuries, -which 
the 


trainmen thought -would certainly prove 
fatal .as-rt was feared' he was internally 
injured-. 


Finally 
Brotherson 
regained con- 


sciousness and requested to be taken to 
Racine on the firs! train. His wish was 
granted and when the early morning pa- 
per train came along, Brotherson was 
placed in the coach ahead and taken 
to 


Racine. In the meantime1, his wife was 
communicated with. When the train 
reached Kenosha, her home, she was 
taken aboard and the two were carried 
to Racino. The injured man was then 
removed to ihe home of his brother-in- 
law on Hamilton street 
in a, carriage. 


From there he was taken 
to the hos- 


pital. 


This is the second sensational escape, 


from death Brotherson has had during 
his six months' railroading. About two 
month* ago he was. thrown from a box:

The value of the woolen sheet 
is that it allows the .embroidery to 
press into its soft surface, and when 
the process is completed the design 
will stand out in raised effect.

OLEOMARGARINE BILL 


ASJPASSED BY HOUSE 


Goes Through in Moaified Form— Am^ntl- 


ment Provides f«r Inspection of 


All Factories. 


WASHIGTON, Feb. 12.— The house to- 


day passed the oleomargarine bill. There 
was no division ou the final passage,, the 
real strength having been made on a 
motion to recommit, 'which was defeated 
by a majority of 34. The provision, to 
require the inspection and branding of 
renovated butter, which was adopted in 
the committee of the whole yesterday, 
was retained today on an yea and nay- 
vote. 


BILL IS MODIFIED, 


As finally passed, the bill is somewhat 


modified from the form in which it was 
reported from the committee on agricul- 
ture. 
It mokes oleomargarine or imita- 


tion butter or cheese transported into 
any state or territory for use, sale or 
consumption therein subject to the laws 
of such states or territories, 
notwith- 


standing that it may be introduced in 
original packages and imposes a tax of 
10 cents a pound on oleomargarine made 
in imitation of "butter of any shade of 
yellow.'1 


When not made in such imitation the 


tax is reduced to % of 1 cent por pound. 
The second section is intended to pre- 
vent dealers, hotel proprietors, restau- 
rant and boarding house keepers from 
coloring the uncolored article, by mak- 
ing any person who colors the product 
and then sells or .furnishes it to others 
a manufacturer within the meaning of 
the act. Penalties for violation of the 
act are a fine of not less than $50 not- 
more than $500, and imprisonment for 
not less than thirty days nor more than 
six months. The new section relating to 
the inspection and branding of renovated 
butter is as follows: 
INSPECTION OF RENOVATED BUT- 


TER. 


''That the secretary of agriculture is 


hereby authorized and required to causa 
a rigid sanitary inspection to be. made 
from time to time, and at such times as 
'.lie may deem necessary, of all .factories 
and storehouses where 'butter is renovnt- 
prl: and all butter 
renovated at situh 


places shall be carefully inspected in the 
same manner and to the same exten't and 
purpose that meat products are now iii- 
spectcd. The. quantity and 
quality of 


butter' renovated 
shall 
bo reported 


monthly. All renovated butter shall be 
designated as such by innrks/'brands and 
labels, and the words 'Renovated Butter' 
shall be printed on all packages thereof, 
in such manner as may be prescribed by 
the secretary of agriculture, and shall be 
sold only as renovated butter. Xo reno- 
vated butter shall be shipped or. trans- 
ported from one stat.t: to another, or to 
foreign 
countries, unless inspected as 


provided in this section."

along the 


track and "razor backed" hogs, the latter

"Yanks," and such 
exclamations as 


"Here's some bacon for you!1' "What 
would that one go dressed," etc., meets 
yVuir ears, while the natives look on as 
though they thought the "Yanks" a lot 
of lunatics just out of an asylum! 


Arriving at New Orleans at 9:30 a: in. 


the writer took a. trip around the city. 
What a contrast from 
the 
inclement 


weather and "sky scrapers" of Chicago. 
Here the buildings are low and "sunshine 
floods the streets. New Orleans is built 
on a bend of the river, the street? length- 
jwiso. forming a half circle. It is fifteen 
miles long and about two in breadth.
